Loy- 
alcy is the Glory of a Soldier, the Infringement 
thercot, blafts bis Honour for ever, Both his 
Prince and Country in fome degree put their Fate 
into his Hands, by a confidence in his Principles, 
every ftep from chat Truft, is an advance towards 
the biackeit Villany, to the betraying both ins 
Prince and Coumry. If (as it is allowed 
by all) a breach of Truf in the moft Trivial 
concerns, Cancels a Man’s Gentry and tanks him 
amongft the Mob, what muft ic do in higheft Af- 
fairs, where the Honour, Life and Liberty, of 
bot Prince and Subjeéts are at ftake. Befides it 
isthe mauit unaccountable Vice, fuch can be guilty
